The telephone calls made and received at the residence of TONY RICCI, 
125 Ocean Ғ arkway, Brooklyn, New York for the period of February 14, 1948 to 
February 2, 1948, inclusive, involve for the most part personal and social 
matters of this individual. 


The following calls may possibly be of some significance: 


On February 34, 1948 at 12:15 АМ TONY RICCI received a call from an 
individual named GEORGE (phonetic). GEORGE asked TONY to come down to "the 
place", He said that "The inspector! had been there and that FRANKIE (phonetic) 
had run away when the “inspector came into "the club", RICCI, who appeared to 
be concerned, questioned GEORGE as to whether anything had been in the club.

An examination was also made of the Department files concerning the 
interest of this particular phase of the inquiry and the following information 
was obtained. 


Departmental files pertaining to the matter for which the subjects. 
were originally convicted and sentenced wére reviewed by Bureau Agents. These š 
files were formerly maintained in New York City, ‘but were subsequently. transferred 
to Washington, D. C. It was noted from the files that in.a letter dated May 7; 
1946, Boris Kostelanetz advised the law firm -of Hughes and Monroe at Dallas, Texas 
that subject DeLucia was under indictment. being charged with having used the mails . 
to defraud. —

The file further reveals that Kostelanetz received а telephone call 
from Мг. Theron 1; Caudle; formerly Assistant Attorney General in charge оѓ the 
‘Criminal. Division and presently Assistant Attorney General in. Charge of the Tax 
Division; Mr. Caudle informed Kostelanetz that Nash Adams таб in: his office 
inquiring concerning the mail fraud. case, and thereupon put Adams on the telphone. 
According: to the file, Adams told Kostelanetz that he thought the indictment (in 
the mail ‘fraud: case) should: be dismissed, and "he was talking as a representative 
of a Texas law firm which. had been solicited by Paul DeLucias" The file indicates 
‘that Adams was informed by Kostelanetz that. the policy concerning this case would | 
Ъе determined in the very near future, and while he, Kostelanetz, vas ready +o give such | 
assistance as he could, that he could not discuss the case further at that time. 
Adams thereupon requested Kostelanetz; according to the file, to telephone Willian 
Powers: Maloney for further discussion of the сазе; The records in the —— 
do not indicate any further information regarding this. matter.. 





Nash Adams, former attorney in the Department of Justice, and who is 
presently practicing law in Dallas, Texas, was interviewed by Bureau Agents on 
October 7, 1947. He stated that Maury Hughes: of the law firm Hughes and Monroe of 
Dallas, Toxas, hed requested him during the summer of 1946, while he, Adams, was. 
on a business trip to Washington, D. С. to contact the Department in order to 
determine. the status snd nature of the then pending criminel matter pertaining to 

| DeLucia. Adams recalled spéaking with either the former The Assistant to the 
Attorney General James Мсбгапегу or Kostelanetz. on, two or three, occasions concerning

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indictment for mail fraud was then outstanding against these individuals. Adams 
claimed he had never seen any of the defendants, nor had he represented them. 

His only interest, Adams stated, was at the request of Hughes, and he suggested 
that the matter of fees be discussed with Mr. Hughes inasmuch аз it was his case. 





It is noted that Mr. Hughes referred to а lawyer from Oklahoma, this 
apparently was Peyton Ford. We talked to Ford and he said that some time prior 
to April 30, 1947 he had attended а conference with Hr. McGranery and Meury Hughes. 


ford said Hughes advocated immediate dismissal of the indictment but Mr. McGranery 


remained adamant in insisting that. no such action would be considered until the

He stated that he handled the sale of the Kendall County farm 
to PAUL D$ LUCIA in 1922. FRANCIS CURRY handled ali preliminary arrangements 
for D&E. LUCIA, and the latter appearéd in Joliet on the final day to sign the 
necessary papers and паке the down payment. The Prudential Life Ihsurance 
Company accepted the mortgage « With ВЕ ІЛОТА on that day were three men whose 
names CUSECK cannot геса1%.

CUSICK stated that he has heard that CURRY was the pig operator of slot: 
machines in Will Gounty several years ago, but that he has no. direct knowledge 
of it. His contacts with CURRY have been exclusively in connection with farm 
real estate. CUSICK said that he was grateful to CURRY for all of the business 
that the latter has brought to hin, and that he has experienced no trouble with, 
him on any of the transactions. CUSICK has since gold ABE ARONIN some 1400 
acres. of farmland. However, CUSICK said that he would, advise the writer if he 
should learn anything concerning GURRY!s whereabouts. 


Confidential Informant T-L stated that sheriff JOHN KIRINCICH would not have 

‚ been elected to that office had he not agreed to permit FRANCIS CURRY to 

operate slob machines in Will County, He stated that althouga Sheriff K KIRINCICH 
was elected in 1946 and no siot machines have as yet been openly run in the 
county, it is his belief that CURDY is waiting until circumstaices were nore 
fayorable for their operation. Confid tial Informant T-l pointed out, however; 
that CURRY, through his: handyman, TRAK? ELLO, has distributed punchboards to 
most. of the келте and eating places in Will County. 
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With regard to the KELLY Brothers, Confidential Enformant T-l stated tnàt they 
had obtained the: Sheriff's permission to operate а house of prostitution just 
beyond the city limits o Joliet. This brothel is operated by a colored man 
whose real nane is WILLIAN HICK, but who is known commonly as CHICK JAKER. ` 
CHICK also operates a barbecue stand in comectioñ with this house of 
prostitution, which is located on Patterson Road in a colored section. 

According to Confidéntial Informant T-1, the prostitutes working in this house 
are rulattos and the patrons аге almost 100 per cent white people. Confidential 
informant 7-1 stated, that although he had no direct knowledge concerning the 
financial help which Sheriff KIRTICICH received during his campaign for the 
Offite of Sheriff, it was his belief that he accepted contributions from 
FRANGIS CURRY and from the KELLY Brothers. 





Sheriff JOAN XIRINCICH was interviewed in his office by ine writer. KIRTICICH 
stated that he has known FRANCIS OURRY since they were boys, and that he is 
aware that CURRY has engaged in illegal gambling activities for many years. 
According to KIRINCICH, however, CURRY has very little, if any, gambling 
interests in Will County at. the present time. He did approach Sheriff KIRINCICH 
.shortly after the latter was elected to office in 1946 to seek his арргоуа1 to 
operate slot machines in Will Gounty. KIRINGICH stated that he firmly replied 
in the negative, and that CUBPY has not attempted since that tine to obtain 
such permission.

KIRINCIOH stated that CURRY, has no political influence insofar аз he is 
concerned, He pointed out that CURRY did not back him for the Republican, 
nomination for Sheriff, that CURRY had ‘backed WALTER SG се. KIRINCGICH did 
‘not. know of any association hetween CURRY and public officials in the City of 
Joliet or Will Gounty. 
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It was noticed by the writer that the private telephone in Sheriff KIRILCICOH'S 
office bears the following telephone number; 2-7513. The telephone numper of 
thé Joliet Resident Agency is 2-7613. This is brought out because in December, 
19/7 the writer received а telephone call at the Joliet Resident Agency Office 
from FRANCIS CURRY. The Latter expressed great surprise when he heard the 
writer answer tbe telephone as follows: “FBI ~ Hanley". GURRY did not identify: 
himself’, and, before the writer knew who was calling, the connection was broken. 
However, CURRY immediately called again and stated that his first reaction when 
the writer answered was that he had actually dialed correctly, but thought that 
the writer was at the place he dialed. He said he had a terrible feeling, but 
did not indicate wiom he had intended to call. Не went on to say that 1% was 

a great relief to him to find that ho had misdialed. His only other comment: 
was that ‘the OD would be very mach Surprised to know whom he had meant to 
call. 


State! S Attorney JAMES BURKE of Will County was interviewed in his office by the 
writer. BURKE has also known FRANCIS CURRY since they тёге boys. Не recalled 
that in 1935 an injunction was issued by a Judge WILSON in Circuit Court of 
Will County prohibiting all law enforcenent agencies from interfering with the 
operation of coin machines in the City of Joliet and in will County. ‘This 
injunction remained in force until 1535. BURKE was elected to his present office ` 
in 1936. He stated that to the best of his knowledge although CUR?Y had 
operated slot machines in that térritory wide open While the injunction was in 
force, he has not since operated them except during very temporary instances 
when they were located and confiscated by law enforcement officers. Mr. BURKE 
stated he has heard that CURRY lives in the manner of a wealthy person, and he 
cannot understand where CURRY is deriving his present income to live on t hat 
‘scale. According to BURKS», he can sée nothing in the City of Joliet or Will 
County whica OUPRY might have an, interest in that would provide a great income. 


BURKE recalled that CURRY had arranged for the Trans American News Service to * 
occupy an office in the Morris Building of Joliet, Illinois during 1946, and the 
then Chief of Police EHNEST E. OVERBZY came to him to inquire how this company 
might be interfered with. Не asked State's Attorney BURKE if it would be legal 
to raid the office. According to 3URKB, he told OVESEEYthat so far as he 

knew the Trans American News Service business was legal, but that if OVERPZY 
would raid the office, "What could Trans Americar do abont it?! In other words, 
BURKE did not vant to actually say tnat the raid would be legal, but he did 
want Chief OVERBZY to know that he agreed that this concern was not doing the 
City of Joliet any good. As a result of this conference with BURKS, Chief 
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QVERBSY did lead а raid on the Office of the Trans American News Service. 

Mr. BURKE said that he has not spoken to CUR-Y in years other than to say hello 
when he sees him on the street, which is infrequent, Не 3063 not know of any

Mre H. W. DOUGLAS, 2 South Hunter Street, was interviewed by the writer and 

SA DOUGLASS E. WENDSL in the Joliet Resident Agency Office. Ме. DOUGLAS 
admitted that he recently won the business of servicing slot machines 

opérated by various fraternal clubs in the Qity.of Joliet. He denied, 

however, that he had threatened the répresentatives of these clubs that the 

slot machines would be shut down the following week if they did not accept 

his proposition, which was. a flat five dollar per week chárge per machine. ` 
DOUGLAS denied that he had evér worked for FRANCIS CURRY in this line; and that 
he in fact has been in this business for a livelihood only since his discharge `

Stated that all his life he has 
avoided coming in contact with the CURRY: family ‘inasmuch as they had an 
unsavory reputation during prohibition of illegally trafficing in liquor 

and that CURRY was reputed to be mixed up in every illegal dealing in 1211. 
County. Не stated that his home afforded a good view of FRANCIS CURRY's ` 
garage and home and that he has not observed: CURRY's being there for the 
past month although it is entirely possible he has beén there during that 
tims inasmuch as there are always many strange cars about thé home and he ' 
has. ho way of particularly identifying any of them. He stated that he did 
not know any of CURRY's personal or business friends other than his attorney 
FRANK JONES and he could not advise specifically as to any of CURRY's' ac- 
tivities. He advised that JOHN KRYPEL, owner of the Pioneer Brewery Company 
in Joliet, was also a neighbor of CURRY!s and he also thought he was a close 
personal friend а he could not give any specific reason for thinking 
such. 
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Dr. SERON stated thát there was considerable speculation around: Joliet 

as to CURRY's present whereabouts and that most people were divided in 
their opinion as to whether he was in Florida or within a thirty to forty 
mile, radius around Joliet. He stated that. if any specific information 
came to his attention concerning FRANCIS CURRY'S present whereabouts 

he would immediately notify Special Agent JAMES А. HANLEY at the Resident 
Agency of the Federal Bureau of Investigation at Joliet. 


It was noted by the writer, while in the neighborhood of FRANCIS CURRY's 
home, that a 1947 Red. Buick Sedanette Convertible Sedan, 1918 Wisconsin.

DE TU CIA Farm, and is on the land owned by PAUL DE LUCIA- According to. the 
telephone company: records, on February 7; 1948 the Lisbon, 6147 muber was 
` placéd on vacation rate, and the orders received by the telephone company ‘to. 
- do this came from а telephone - cali by an unknown woman. SWANSBRO stated that. 
the telephone bill for this number is usually paid at the Joliet, Tilinois

dn connection with Lisbon. 61455 SWANSBRO stated that this number at the 
present time is listed to PAUL DE. LUCTA, having béen changed from FRANCIS

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Am individual named YAHNKE and AUGUST NEUMAN were interviewed at the farm 
residence formerly occupied by STANLEY STREMLAU. YAHNKE stated that he had 
been helping on the DE LUGIA Farm since about February 12, 1948, and that he 
did not know if he was working for CURRY or DE LUCIA. He stated that he had 
béen hired by а Mr. MILLER of Plainfield, Illinois, and that MILLER had 
contacted YAHNKE on approximately February 10, 1548 and asked him to help. out 
for а short time on the farm. NEUMAN stated that he had been with cuRey for 
а number of years. Neither individual knew of the present whereabouts of 
SANELLO or CURRY, and YAHNKE stated he had not seen CURRY for арргохілафе1у six 
months. NEUMAN stated he had seen CURRY around the first of the year, and 
had seen 'SNURFY" approximately three weeks ago. 


Оп February 17, 1948 JOE NYRE, of Big Grove Tovmship; was contacted for any 
information he night have pertáining to SANELLO and CURRY, and also for the 
present location of STREMLAU. MYRE stated that he did not have any knowledge 
of OURRY!s or SANELLO's present whereabouts, and that he had been a close 
friend of STREMLAU and. any information he night hayo pertaining to these 
individuals had been obtained from STREMLAU. 


STANLEY STREMLAU, vho is presently working for JOEL HOPKINS; Rural Route 1, 
Granville, Illinois, stated that he had begun work for FRANCIS. CURRY on 
Decembér 27, 1945 and had left the ‘employment of CURRY on February 3, 1948. 

He stated that during this time he occupied the position of Manager of the farm, 
which he now knows as DS LUCIA!s Farm, and, that Рог his services he received 
payment by check from FRANCIS CURRY. He could not recall the bank upon which 
the checks were drawn, but did say that each check contained under FRANCIS 
CURRY! в, name, several initials. STREMLAU at one time asked SANELLO vhat these. 
initials meant, and SANELLO told him that the checks for his salary were даде 
by a girl in GURRY's office. STRENLAU stated he had last seen CURRY about 
January 7, 1948, ànd that he had seen SAHÉLLO for the last tine somewhere 
around the middle of January; 1948. He mentioned that SANELLO had telephonically 
contacted him twice after the last personal visit he had with him, the last 
contact being during the last week of January, 1948. During one of these two 
telephone calls from SANELLO to STREMLAU ‚ STREMLAU stated that SANELLO had 

told him to see "RED" if he, STREMLAU, needed money or gasoline for the 
tractors. SANELLO also asked STREMLAU if anyone had called оп the farm for 
him, and SANELLO told STREMLAU that if anyone did call for him to tell the 
individuals that STREMLAU had not seen SANELEO for a long time and didn't

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The "RED" mentioned above is believed to be identical with "RED" ARMONDA, 
who is General, Maintenance Man. at the present time on the ГЕ LUCIA Farm, and 
who, according to STREALAU, has been at the ГЕ LUCIA FARM since September, 
1947+ STREMLAU stated that he did not know the prosent whereabouts of елер

DS LUCIA Farm until March 1, 1948, at which tine his contract would expire. 

He stated that several times in the past, the last time being in November,

Mr. JOZ.OtBRIEN; of the Credit purea of Will County, was interviewed, and. 

4 East Clintón 
Street under the nane of Goodall Publishing Company. Де stated that records 
of his bureau indicated that one GUY HUNSEDS WATTS RICHMOND was the President 
of this corporation. RICHMOND was, born їп Donsville > New York, апа had come 
from Wew York, State recently, He stated that his records indicate that 
RICHOND- was divorced in Grundy County recently, and that during the war he 
was employed by the Seneca Shipyards, location unknown. ‘The credit bureau 
records further revealed that BOYARD GAREUTTI is, the Secretary апа Treasurer 
of this concern. O'BRIEN stated he believes GARBUTTI is from Morris, Illinois. 
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O'BRIEN advised that AL STENGLE might possibly be reached at AL and BOB's 
Tavern ab froy Junction. He stated that this tavern was owned by STENGLE and. 
BOB WRAITH, who was formerly a city official in Joliet.  O'PRIZN stated that 
HELEM GLASS, who was formerly a partner of CURRY'S in ‘the slot machine business, . 
is believed to bé at the present time operating a motel in the area around 
Los Angeles, California. O'BRIEN stated that he believes that CURRY spends 
a considerable portion of his time. іп the area around Louisville, Kentucky 
where, according to O'BRIEN, CURRY operates many slot machines. 


Mrs. MICHAEL BREEN, Wife of MICHAEL BREEN, former Sheriff of Will County, was ` 
interviewed at her home at 1000 Mason Avenue, Joliet, Tllinois. She stated 
that her husband had had a stroke. in August, 19/7, and. was very nervous and 

. easily upset. She requested that the agent not interview BREEN at this. time. ;

It was ascertained that а deed dated February 27, 1942 and filed 
on March 14, 1942 conveyed to NANCY and PAUL DE LUCTA from the Prudential 
Insurance Company of America, 1103.62 acres located in part of Sections 29, 
30, 21 and 32 in Big Grove Township. А further check of all available records 
indicated that this property was still in the naue of PAUL DE LUGTA. The tax 
records of Kendall County indicated thàt in approximately April, 1947 а. tax

RIIEY, a former New York City policeman, was 
reported to be operating a gambling establishment and that RIIEY had re~ 
ceived assistance from ACCARDO. It was indicated that JOSEPH CORNGOID 
might. spend time at Меза or Tempe at the establishment allegedly purchased 
by ANTHONY JOSEPH ACCARDO, reported to be located within ten miles of 
Mesa, Arizonae.

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SAM GREENBAUM, 361 East Alvarado Drive, Phoenix, Arizona, who operates 

the Bond Service Company, South First Avenue, Phoenix, and who is a brother 
of GUS GREENBAUM, who has interest in the Flamingo Hotel, Таз Vegas, in- 
formed that he was not acquainted with either JOSEPH CORNGOID or WILLIAM 
EDWARD HEENEY, but that he would be willing to assist the Phoenix Office . 
in its endeavor to locate them in this district, 


Through MR, ROBERT NOYES, assistant manager, Westward Ho Hotel, Phoenix, 
it was ascertained that the hotel was holding a reservation for a MR, 
HEENEY and a MR. STACEY, which reservation had been made from Таз Vegas, 
Nevada, It. was ascertained that this reservation had been made by GUS: ` 
GREENBAUM. 


A further check at the Westward Ho reflected that WILLIAM HEINEY, 1538 


South Austin Boulevard, Chicago, Illinois, and MR. М. STACEY, 117 Fourteenth

Continuing, GLASS stated 9835, 
that there never was any question in his mind concerning CURRY'S connections 
with the underworld which is well known to everyone in Joliet; that friends 
of informant who have visited informant in California have advised that 
CURRY presently controls everything in Will County; that hé goes around 
with а bodyguard and that CURRY always refers to. the slot machine racket 
which he has operated as a "peanut business" in comparison with the income 
he secures thropgh his labor union activities.

GLASS further: informed that prior to 1940, CURRY was always 
boasting of his connections with the CAPONE mob in Chicago and alleged 
that he met AL CAPONE following the latter's release from Alcatraze GLASS 
advised, however, that he is unable to furnish any detailed information 
concerning CURRY'S illegal activities either past or present owing to the 
fact that he, GLASS, was never associated with the wnderworld in any vay 
and for this reason was never trusted with such information. GLASS drisisted 
that he bears a good reputation in Joliet and has never been involved in 
any trouble there except that he 434 refuse to pay certain demands of the 
Internal Revenue Department in connection with his income tax. He stated 
that he was alwiys doubled crossed by CURRY in all his dealings with CURRY.

JOE LEZEBROOM, a retired produce man who is a resident of Joliet, 
Illinois, but who spends his winters in Los Angeles, advised that he. hes 
known CURRY and CURRY'S parents since CURRY was a small boy; that while 
informant. possesses no detailed information regarding CURRY'S present or 
past criminal activities, it is generally understood in Joliet that CURRY 
stands in well with the Will County politicians; that CURRY has made a lot = 
of money as a result of hiš political connections especially in the slot 
machine racket and that CURRY is considered a big shot among the hoodlum 
element in Will County.  LEZEBROON mentioned that ‘CURRY owns. one of the 
finest residences in Joliet and no one can see CURRY without first contacting 
JOE? ALLAGHER. 


LEZEBROOM stated that while in Los Angeles he spends his entire- 
time in the downtown section of the city and therefore meets quite a few 
people from Joliet but that he has not seen CURRY or met anyone who has 
seen CURRY on the West Coast. He stated that he does not believe CURRY 
would leave Joliet as he has too many connections there, and in his opinion 
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CURRY might possibly be located in the suite which he maintains at the 
Joliet Hotel or at his 500-acre farm near Joliet. 
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
